I think I may have finally solved the puzzle of why my paddles have an 
intermittent in them. I've replaced almost all the screws with brass which 
are in the actual keying circuit. 

Someone mentioned he had solved his problem by tightening the two screws 
which hold down the dit and dah posts. 

I pulled mine out and looked at them. The black coating must have some 
insulating properties, possibly accounting for the problem. I replaced both 
these screws with brass ones, and all seems well at the moment. 

I'll have to give it a "life test" to see if the problem stays away. I sure 
hope so, as nothing else has been a permanent fix.

According to Witt's tests , in many instances of mismatches the efficiency 
drops below 50%. 

I've "simulated" several of the same mismatches with my QRO "T" tuner with 
and without baluns. 

If the efficiency was really so low, I would have been able to fry an egg on 
top of my tuner since my tests were done at KW level. The coil, and only the 
coil, (12ga tinned copper), got just warm to hot on extreme mismatches. Did 
not notice any raise in temp from other components. Just one of my kw level 
baluns warmed up a little. 

Where does all that " wasted " power go? 

I made a crude comparision with my dry dummy load ( 1" dia. by 12"long 
Carborundum resistor) and with only 100 watts on it ,(the resistor is rated 
at 200W), was way hotter to the touch. 

I'm looking forward to hear from you guys because either I'm missing 
something big time or Witt's test don't hold water upon real life 
situations. 


At QRP level I compared an L Network plus balun to a z-match with the good 
ol' field strenght meter at some distance ( I read the meter with my 
binoculars to not disturb the weak magnetic field), and in most settings, 
(random length dipole), the L network plus 4 to1 voltage balun showed 
slightly better readings than the z-match ( T 150-6 version).

Hi, 


As I posted recently, I purchased a Yaesu FT-7 quite recently, and planned 
on keeping it, cleaning it up, and using it for quite some time. That was 
until somebody made me an offer on some other equipment I just couldn't pass 
on, and now I've been forced to make some choices. 


The FT-7 is a solid state HF rig that covers 10-80 meters (no WARC bands) 
with an output power of 10 watts SSB or CW. (Yes, you can turn that down if 
you want.) It has a well calibrated, easy to read analog display. This one 
comes with the original manual, DC cable, and extra six pin Cinch-Jones 
connector in case you need to make an extra DC cable, the FP-4 4 amp power 
supply (one of the ones listed in the manual to match this rig), a GE mic. 
(obviously not original), the original mounting bracket (with plenty of rust 
on it), and an extra 10m crystal so that you can choose to cover 28.0-28.5 
or 28.5-29.0. (The rig only covers one 500 khz segment of 10m at a time.) 


If you are looking for a pretty rig, you probably don't want mine. While it 
works well, it is cosmetically rough, with some deep scratches, some 
external rust, a couple of small holes drilled in the side, a larger one 
with an FT-243 crystal socket for some unknown purpose, and a front panel 
that shows considerable wear, though all the lettering is actually intact. 
The good news is that you won't pay what you would for a pretty one. If 
someone is looking for a good, functional, inexpensive QRP rig, this might 
be the answer, since I will take $150 plus shipping, and please note that 
includes the power supply.

John - I wanted to comment on your desire to participate in the QRP 
activities at a slower speed: 


"Can there be, or is there already, a planned event where say 10 wpm CW 
could be the order of the day?" 


Well there is probably no specific event other than the N/T events 
already refered to, but most QRP operators will slow down for you if you 
call them at your best speed. Just send QRS (the Q signal meaning to 
slow down) after they have called. This might not work for Sweepstakes 
or the NA sprints, but it will for most QRP contests. Ed, WIRFI, is a 
good op and I bet if you had sent QRS when he was operating W1FB he 
would have slowed down for you. 


A good place to get your feet wet in QRP operating is the Spartan 
Sprints. These are held every first Monday of every month for two hours. 
While the purpose is to get the most contacts with the least weight, 
they have a "tubby division" as well. I am sure that most operators will 
be glad to work you. If they are too fast just send QRS. I am sure most 
will slow down for you. This is a good way to get your feet wet in 
conesting. You can work a lot of stations in a short time. 


Most of us operate the QRP contests for fun and are happy to give up a 
contact or two to take the time to work a newbie. If someone is going 
too fast, just ask them to slow down. QRS. 


Other QRP events that operators are usually willing to slowdown in are 
FYBO, QRP to the field, QRP Afield, the Bumblebees, the various ARCI QSO 
parties, and BUBBA. Details of these are usually publicisied on QRP-L. 


With practice your code speed will increse. Just get on and operate!! 


Gee, maybe we should have a 10 wpm sprint. 2 hours and no speed faster 
than 10 WPM??

We did note a few 
hounds without QRPL numbers and even had a couple of high power guys call 
us running 100 W.

Class' operator, courteous operating. clean code, good rhythm, easy copy. 
Only had to ask for repeats because of QRM and QSB. The Cheeseheads fox 
night was a success because you hounds have really sharpened your skills to 
‘make the contact count’. 


It seemed it was over just as we were gettng started. With ears still 
buzzing the Cheeseheads settled down to what they do best..Pizza and beer 
and re-telling the adventure, with embellishments of course. We hope to 
see you in a few weeks during the WI QRP QSO party on March 12th.

John, 


Don't feel bad or worry about not being able to jump into these fast speed 
events. I've been a ham for nearly 40 years and still don't jump into a lot 
of the events . . . just not for me, I'ma lazy op... . My code copying 
speed is not too bad, if I force myself, but I prefer working at a 
comfortable speed. 


A few weeks back some of the list discussion was about copying CW in your 


head instead of on paper. Up to just the past few months I had always 
written down code that I was copying. I knew for sure that I could never 
copy in my head. Well, old dogs can learn new tricks. 

Since getting back into ham radio last Fall, to get in on this QRP fun, I 
have learned to copy in my head full copy up to about 1OWPM. I can get most 
of a QSO up to about 15WPM, 20WPM, in my head, is still a goal I'm working 
on. I have found that faster speeds are in a way easier because you are not 
slowed up by the mechanics of making marks on a piece of paper, but the 
hardest part is making words out of letters in your head. If you ever pause 
to think, you lose the copy real quick. One thing I have found lately that 
is helping my head copy, is to visualize the letters as I hear them, kind 
of like seeing a chalk board that isn't there. I'm also practicing trying 
to watch TV while copying CW and can do it for a short period but not very 
well yet. So keep on practicing, most of us can surprise ourselves about 
what we can do if we can ever get by those old mental blocks of self doubt. 


While I'm writing, I'd like to mention something else that popped into my 
mind while following another thread on the list a few days ago. It was 
along the lines of "how bad CB radio is compared to ham radio". Us older 
hams like to tell tales of the old days so I'll tell one - this warns you 
so you can hit the "delete" button if you'd rather not hear it. 


Back in the late 50's there was a bit of a CB radio boom. I was in my early 
teens then and had always been fascinated by radio. The old CB's then were 
still big old tube type. Johnson made some at that time as well as Gonsett 
(sp) and many more that don't come to mind right now. CB rules were very 
strict in those days and you could not even be an op if you were not over 
18. My older brother and Dad each got a CB and had a good time talking with 
the many other operators that were on around our area. I can remember 
helping my brother build an 11 meter, two element, cubical quad for his CB, 
that we made out of cane fishing poles and copper wire. We put it on top of 
a TV mast and could talk from Scottsboro, Alabama to Guntersville, Alabama, 
a distance of 30 miles, direct. Building the antennas and seeing all the 
fun the CB guys were having gave me the radio bug even worse and it really 
burned me to think that I couldn't join the fun until I was 18. Then I 
friend of mine, who was the same age as me and loved radio too said, “Why 
don't we get a ham license, there's no age limit on that?". So with that 
idea we went off to see the best known ham in our area, Cactus Gay, K4YMB. 
Some of you older ops probably know Cactus, he's one of a kind. Cactus said 
sure, he would help, and not too many months later there were two new 
novice class hams in Scottsboro, Alabama. We left the CB world behind in a 
swarm of dits and dahs. That was about 40 years ago. Don, now WA4NPL, my 
friend and I still talk about those old days from time to time and don't 
have such a bad dislike for CB radio now, it lead to us both being hams for 
the past many decades. Guess that shows that good things can come out of 
bad and there are bound to be some future good hams fooling around on the 
11 meter band even today. 


My ham operating is about to go into Spring, good weather mode, which means 
less time spent indoors in the shack and more time spent outside with 
portable operation. Also I have another hobby that will take more of my 
time in the warmer months. I'm about boat crazy and have three boats 
setting and waiting for me at a dock, in a quite harbor on Guntersville 
Lake, just a quarter mile away from my house. Last Summer I built an eight 
foot dingy/rowboat, one of Phil Bolgers designs, then in the Fall I bought 
an old 30' home built house boat and tied up along side the houseboat is a 
16' cuddy cabin sloop sailboat that I've had for many years. 


I'm in the process of converting the old houseboat to a paddle wheeler, but 
it is going slow. When I'm at the dock I try to row about two miles for 
exercise each time, then if the wind pipes up I get the urge to sail, then 
I'll hear something that catches my attention on my DSW-30 that I keep on 
board the houseboat and I'll operate on 30 meters for a while. It's hard to 
get anything done.

I have Amp Supply TR-110 (one of the American OEM versions of the Tokyo 
Hy-Power HT-110) in excellent condition.

Bob, personally I have always preferred the solder-type BNCs. Guess my reasons 
are primarily 2-fold: 


1) I don't need to acquire the crimping tool(s). Typically not cheap. 
2) If you are careful you can easily fix or re-use the connectors where you 
cannot with crimp type. 


I think most of my cable connectors I have gotten are the "B" series with the 
flat gasket and flat washers as opposed to the later series with the shaped 
gasket and pressure ring. I know the "E" series are like that. Hope this makes 


sense to you. On the later series, when you put the connector together, the 
shaped pressure ring actually cuts the gasket into 2 pieces. It still seals and 
has a bit better RF characteristics at high frequencies. This does not mean much 
at all to me from HF to 70cm, and the "B" series with flat gasket works fine -- 
it is also the easiest to repair or re-use so it is the type I try to get if I 
order connectors. Of course if I find deals at hamfests, I will take either! I 
have also re-used the E-series. 


I've used them with both solid and stranded center conductors. For most of my 
antenna leads and hookup cables I prefer the stranded center. It is more 
flexible and also with flexure, you don't get as much work hardening of the wire 
which causes breakage in the solid wire. But if you have gobs of free solid 
conductor wire, go for it! Life is a tradeoff! 


The solder-types do take more labor to assemble than the crimps. So depending on 
your situation, this could be a factor. 


On "poke-hole" connections, I have never liked them for anything. Don't even 

like them in 120vac receptacles and switches myself even though NEC approved. 
Have seen too many problems this this type of connection personally, so I shy 
away from them. 


Hope this helps a bit -- Watson/WB4EXW

> Thanks for all the suggestions and encouragement. I was 
> aware that sending QRS was a request to slow down, and 

> have sent it a few times before. I don't want to do that 
> during a fox hunt, or pileup because I realize there are 
> a number of folks who want to get in and get out and 

> don't want to stand in there way. 


Events like the foxhunts or contests can be an excellent way to build up 
your code speed. Even if da fox is tooling right along, if you listen to 
that exchange enough times as da fox works others, you will know what you 
are listening for when it is your turn. Ditto with contest stations; by the 
time you get through, all you have to copy correctly is the serial number, 
if that. 


What I suggest you do is to listen to the FOX until you get the exchange, 
then start calling at whatever speed you find comfortable. If you can 
recognize your own call at high speed, you will know when da fox comes back 
to you. Then, send your exchange at any speed you like, and the contact is 
over. 

Ditto for contests, except that if you aren't really "in" the contest, you 
don't have to copy everything in the exchange (unless you want to). Get the 
call of the other guy, call at your speed, when he or she sends the 
exchange, copy what you can, say "R" and move on to the next one for the 
log. 


Surprisingly, after listening to so much high-speed CW in a contest or other 
higher-speed operating event, you WILL find yourself copying much better 
after the event is over. Especially if you approach is as not being in the 
contest, and thus have no pressure to copy every dit. Just get the calls 
right and ack the exchange and the contester is happy. And you will have 
one for the log, if you want a QSL, etc. 


Now, the above advice notwithstanding, some of us high-speed CW ops tend to 
get carried away. (I did a bit during the W1FB event -- sorry to those for 
whom I didn't QRS. It was sheer exuberance, I swear!) So, when W1FB gets 
to be the FOX, I will run the first hour pretty fast, the next half hour at 
a moderate speed and then slow down a bit more for the last half hour. I 
will try to slow down a bit to match the speed of the stations trying to 
work me, but in a pileup, it is often all I can do to get the call sign. It 
is hard to know what to do with those that call on hand key; some of us can 
receive a lot faster than we can send by hand. :-) 


Now, there IS one way to get a slower foxhunt; if some of the slower ops 
volunteer to be the fox, the pileup WILL slow down. :-)

I envision a dual BNC device hanging off 
the back of the K2. One BNC is a Male to Female 
feedthru to extend Antenna 2 out from the back panel 
and also provides structural strength to a 
1:1 Balun connected to the ATU Antenna 1 port. 
Two screw terminals extend out from there to 
feed the Ladder line, which may also come with 
the Balun.
